At the opening of the hearing 
M o n d a y , psychiatrists who 
examined Keaton at Lima State 
Mental Hospital stated that he 
is mentally ill. However they 
refrained from stating that he 
is insane, stating they they have 
no suitable definition for in­ 
sanity. 


Death Toll 
Reaches 91 
In California 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
William 
Sugden 
walked into their $70,000 home 
in the 
flood-swept suburb of 
Glendora. 
The

the 
ranch-style stucco house was 
covered with two feet of mud, 
the furniture was soggy and be­ 
yond repair, shelves were cov­ 
ered with slime. 
“My wife and I built every bit 
of this house ourselves 12 years 
ago and we will rebuild it our­ 
selves,” said Sugden, a super­ 
vising 
engineer 
at Lockheed 
Aircraft. 
Sugden’s 
determination was 
typical 
of 
other 
California 
householders as they surveyed 
the damage done to their pro­ 
perty by mud, water and debris. 
There were 91 known deaths 
in nine days of heavy rains. Sev­ 
en other persons were missing 
and presumed dead in mud­ 
slides and flooded rivers. 
Damage was estimated at $35 
million by Gov. Ronald Reagan 
before he set out today on a pri 
vate airplane tour of the flood* 
stricken 
areas. The estimate 
was expected to go millions of 
dollars higher. 
Families with brooms 
and 
band shovels trudged up hillside 
streets 
to 
their 
mud-caked 
homes. Strewn in their paths 
were boulders rolled like peb­ 
bles from the several California 
mountain ranges paralleling the 
Pacific Ocean. 
State 
officials 
said 
nearly 
9,OOO Californians were evacuat 
ed from their homes in similar 
circumstances.

Heavy snows blanketed the 
Pacific northwest today while 
snow, freezing drizzle and rain 
slicked highways in

Seven inches of snow piled

outlying 
areas 
and 
other sections of western Wash­ 
ington. 
Traffic 
slowed 
to

crawl over the city’s hills, and 
some businesses shut down or 
closed early on Monday after­ 
noon. 
Seattle has plowed through 
20Vi inches of snow so far in 
January, compared with a nor­ 
mal average of ll inches for the 
entire winter. 
Eastward across the Rockies, 
the weather from the plains to 
the 
Appalachians 
was 
a 
treacherous pattern of snow in 
northern areas, freezing drizzle 
in central sections and thunder 
showers to the south. 
Five i n c h e s of new snow 
coated the Sioux Falls, SJ.D. 
area, 
piled 
atop 
earlier 
ac 
cumulations of 18 inches. One 
and 2-inch snows ranged from 
Nebraska to Wisconsin. 
Travelers warnings were in 
effect for much of the region 
from the south-central plains 
through the Midwest. 
With nine days of heavy rain 
ended in California, residents 
began the task of reclaiming 
and cleaning up property rav­ 
aged by floods and mudslides. 
The kno>yn death toll was 91, 
with seven other persons miss 
ing and presumed dead. Pre­ 
liminary damage estimates ran 
to $35 million. 
Temperatures ranged from 29 
below zero at Bozeman, Mont., 
to 71 at Key West, Fla. 
Freezing rain hit western and 
northwestern Ohio today and is 
expected to spread over most 
of the state during the day 
bring on hazardous driving con 
ditions.

State Sen. Ronald M. Mottl D-24

Israel’s 
ambassador to the United Na­ 
tions, Joel Barromi, conveyed 
the information, and Thant said 
he would look into the report 
immediately. 
After the Iraqi government 
announced that nine Iraqi Jews

hanged Monday for spying for 
Israel, Iraqi Information Minis­ 
ter Abdullah El Samarrai told a 
news conference in Baghdad 
that 65 other persons would be 
brought to trial soon on charges 
of spying for Israel and plotting 
against the Iraqi government.

One of the strangest sugges­ 
tions called for installing a trap­ 
door in the cockpit. Once a 
would-be hijacker entered, the 
pilot could open the trap and 
send the hapless air pirate 
plummeting to his death. 
Some other ideas: 
Build a double-door cockpit 
entrance, trap the hijacker be­ 
tween them and fill the space 
with gas. Or shoot would-be hi­ 
jackers with a tranquilizer gun

Letters stream in from prison 
guards, jail inmates and rela* 
tives of prisoners, often suggest­ 
ing metal-detection devices such 
as prisons use. The trouble is, 
the FAA responds, that there’s 
no way so. far to tell a pistol 
from a cigarette lighter or belt 
buckle. 
Nor would metal detectors 
give a warning of a plastic ex* 
plosive or a bottle of nitroglyc­ 
erin, the FAA points out. 
Another popular solution is for 
the U.S. to provide free trans* 
portation for anyone who wants 
to go to Cuba, where most hi­ 
jacked planes are taken.

During the ll months the crewmen 
of the Pueblo were captives of the North 
Korean barbarians the question most 
frequently asked was, how was it 
possible the United States perm itted 
one of its ships loaded with sensitive 
espionage equipment to venture into 
hostile territory with no arm am ents to 
speak of on board and without an 
escort? 
A second question was, why did the 
United States not come to the aid of 
the Pueblo when it was under attack? 
In light of Commander Bucher’s 
testimony, those questions take on 
greater relevance. The commander has 
testified that he was promised air 
support should he encounter trouble. 
When he radioed for air help, it was 
denied him. 
Bucher also has testified that he 
requested something more sophisti­ 
cated than fire axes and sledgham- 
m ers as destruct equipment, to no 
avail. 
Assuming no contradictory testimony 
is forthcoming from higher naval 


authorities — and the court of inquiry 
would be remiss if it did not call 
Bucher’s superiors to testify — there 
is a strong presumption someone in 
higher authority goofed. 
There have been other tim es in 
history when a military expedition was 
sent on a perilous mission with little 
but a hope and a prayer to sustain 
it, but almost always such expeditions 
at least had the excuse that the nation 
which sent them was hopelessly un­ 
prepared for the conflict in which it 
found itself. 
Certainly the United States can claim 
no such offsetting factor this time.' No 
nation in history has spent so much 
in the cause of military prepardness. 
There are indications that there were 
at least airplanes, if not ships, within 
reach of the Pueblo in its time of need.

are answered, responsibility for the 
mission’s total lack of preparedness for 
possible attack must be pinpointed. 
Only then can steps be taken to insure 
that the Pueblo incident is not repeated.

George Nye, 
Former State 
Official, Dies 


BOSTON (AP) — George D. 
Nye, former three * term Ohio 
lieutenant governor, died Mon­ 
day in Massachusetts General 
Hospital. He was 70. 
Nye, who served under formed 
Gov. Frank J. Lausche in the 
late 1940s, resided in Waverly, 
Ohio. He was being treated at 
the hospital here for complica­ 
tions that developed following 
surgery on his hips about three 
weeks ago. 
The current Democratic state 
central committeeman from the 
6th Congressional District, Nye 
began his political career in 
1923 as Pike County prosecut­ 
ing attorney. 
In 1930 he was elected Pike 
County Common Pleas Court 
judge and served on the bench 
for seven years before resign­ 
ing to resume private law prac­ 
tice. 
He was the youngest man ever 
to be elected to either post. 
Nye first was elected lieuten­ 
ant governor in 1944 and then 
won two more two-year terms 
in 1948 and 1950. 
A graduate of Ohio State Uni­ 
versity’s law school, Nye was 
the ion of Dr. George B. Nye, 
Pike County physician and leg­ 
islator.

Fight Set 


CINCINNATI (AP) — A fed­ 
erally sponsored operation de­ 
signed to eliminate air pollution 
in parts of Ohio, Kentucky and 
Indiana will be activated by 
mid-1970, a government official 
predicts. 
Doyle J. Borchers, staff mem­ 
ber of the National Air Pollu­ 
tion 
Control 
Administration, 
pointed to a compilation of fed­ 
eral studies in making the pre­ 
diction Monday. 
He urged municipal and coun­ 
ty officials of the region to come 
under the authority to think in 
terms of a program which would 
control and reduce air pollution, 
rather than one which would 
only measure it. 
Actual operations of such an 
authority were not described. 
Borchers and other adminis­ 
tration representatives met with 
the representatives of six coun­ 
ties which would comprise the 
proposed authority: 
Ohio’s Hamilton and Clermont 
counties; Boone, Campbell and 
Kenton in Kentucky; and Dear­ 
born in Indiana. 
The administration said three 
other counties were being con­ 
sidered for possible inclusion: 
Butler and Warren in Ohio, and 
Ohio in Indiana. 
The administration, an arm of 
the Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare, said $86 mil­ 
lion in federal moneys has been 
recommended for 1970 to finance 
nationwide application of the Air 
Quality Act.
